Tbe hunting seasen has opened and 
all those who expect to participate In 
the sport should be sure to obtain tbe 
consent of the owner of the land be- 
fore they go on it to hunt. Section 
1250 of the Kentucky statute makes 1 
unlawful to hunt upon the land of an- 
other person without first obtaining 
the owner's consent, and the fine is 
from five to twenty-live dollars.
